Parks to unveil 
$1.17 million 
budget tonight 


Arlington 
Heights 
Park 
District 
commissioners will get their first look 
today at the proposed $1.17 million 
budget for the 1976-77 fiscal year. 
The proposed budget represents a 
3.8 per cent increase over last year’s 
budget of $1.12 million. The budget 
will be reviewed at the board’s 7:30 
p.m. meeting at Pioneer Park Field- 
house, 500 S. Fernandez Ave. 


Larry Mulholland, park district fi­ 
nance director, said the district has- 
cut back on almost all capital im­ 
provements and purchases, except 
where necessary, and those financed 
under last year’s bond referendum. 
The hold-the-line budget is necessary, 
he said, to combat inflationary spir­ 
als. 
EXCEPTIONS TO the ban on capi­ 
tal purchases are two new automo­ 
biles and a new garbage truck for 
maintenance crews. The budget allo­ 
cates about $12,000 for the three ve­ 
hicles this year, with the balance of 
about $7,000 to be picked up in next 
year’s budget, Mulholland said. 


Other increases will include a pro­ 
posed IO per cent raise for park dis­ 
trict Director Thomas Thornton. Un­ 
der last year’s budget, Thornton, who 
has been with the district nearly 24 


years, earned $27,970. The proposed 
budget, subject to approval by the 
park 
commissioners, 
calls 
for 
a 
$30,768 annual salary. 
Other park district employes will 
receive similar raises or 8 to IO per 
cent, Mulholland said. 
To offset rapidly increasing insur­ 
ance costs, especially for workmen’s 
compensation, the park district is 
joining with the Village of Arlington 
Heights and the Arlington Heights Me­ 
morial Library to form an “insurance 
pool” and get a rate reduction, he 
said. 
ABOUT $275,000 from the bonds ap­ 
proved in last year’s referendum will 
be used to improve some park sites 
and perform “Catch-up maintenance” 
throughout the district. 
More than $500,000 was approved in 
the 1975 referendum for the work. 
About $265,800 of the fund was used in 
the past fiscal year for paving, 
fences, site work and professional 
fees. 
The largest share of this year’s 
bond money expenditures, $168,000, 
will go toward the purchase of recrea­ 
tional equipment. 
The public hearing on the suggested 
budget is scheduled for May ll, with 
adoption planned for May 24.

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$9.3 million budget 
vetoed by Teichert 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Teichert has vetoed the $9.4 
million 1976-77 village budget approved last week by the village 
board. Teichert said he vetoed the budget late Friday because he 
believed the funds allocated for library operations were inadequate. 
It was the first time since Teichert was elected mayor in 1969 that 
he used his veto powers. A two-thirds majority (four votes) are 
needed for the village board to override the veto. The library origi­ 
nally had requested a $478,595 budget, but trustees appropriated 
$357,100 in the final budget. 


Restaurant owner fined 


A Wheeling Township restaurant owner has been fined $4,500 and 
sentenced to two years probation for failing to pay $100,000 in sales 
taxes collected at his business from January through April, 1974. 
Corrado Barsella, owner of Corrado’s Restaurant, 310 W. Rand Rd., 
pleaded guilty last week to the sales tax evasion charges in Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


Ambulance tax approved 


Residents of the Palatine Rural Fire Protection District Saturday 
approved, 396-26, a referendum to pay a separate paramedic ambu­ 
lance service tax. Paramedic service now is financed with fire 
protection taxes that are 26 cents per $100 assessed valuation. The 
fire protection district now will be able to tax a maximum 30 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation for fire protection and 25 cents for 
ambulance service — a combined total of 55 cents. Fred Roesner, 
district president, said the fire protection levy will be kept at ap­ 
proximately 20 cents and the ambulance service levy at 15 cents for 
a combined rate of 35 cents per $100 assessed valuation — a 9-cent 
increase over the current levy. The Illinois Fire Protection District 
Assn. has urged local districts to seek voter approval for separate 
taxing. The Palatine Rural district serves residents in Inverness 
and unincorporated Palatine Township.

Likelihood slim 
for more school 
funds from state

Chances that the Illinois General 
Assembly will approve an additional 
$105 million in school aid this year are 
now nearly nonexistent, say legisla­ 
tors and school lobbyists. 
Instead, when the legislature re­ 
turns to session today, much of the 
attention on the school-aid issue is 
likely to turn to a series of proposals 
to change the school-aid formula for 
next year. 
The $105 million in deficiency appro­ 
priations for the general school-aid 
formula and special education would 
replace the money cut by Gov. Daniel 
Walker’s school-aid vetoes last sum­ 
mer. 
However, because legislators have 
now decided to believe State Comp­ 
troller George Lindberg’s statements 
that the state may end the year with 
a deficit even without increased 
school funding, “ the deficiencies are a 
dead issue,” said William Henkel, a 
lobbyist for a cooperative of suburban 
school districts. 
HENKEL SAID the deficiency ap­ 
propriations will be hotly debated be­ 
cause of the financial problems of the 
Chicago public schools, which need 
the money to prevent an early school 
closing. However, he said, “ I think 
we’re going to waste time and effort 
and build up false hopes, but I ’m tell­ 
ing people there’s no chance.” 
The changes in the formula include 
several that would help specific school 
districts around the state and at least 
one package of proposal that may at­ 
tract wide attention because it has 
been drawn up by State Rep. Gene 
Hoffman, R-Elmhurst, the author of 
the present school-aid formula. 
Hoffman’s proposal calls for elimi­ 
nating $37.5 million in state payments

214 and 211 and allow school districts 
to pass referendums to raise their tax 
rates IO per cent above the existing 
limit. 
Hoffman also proposes extending 
for another year the four-year phase 
in the formula that was adopted in 
1973 and scheduled to end during 1976- 
77, lowering the total amount of mon­ 
ey needed for “full funding” of the 
formula. 
Hoffman said he expects his propos­ 
al to be opposed by the Chicago Pub­ 
lic Schools because of the cut in sum­ 
mer school funding. 
“What it would mean is Chicago 
would give up summer school money 
to benefit the rest of the state,” he 
said. “ The changes involving declin­ 
ing enrollment would help Chicago in 
the long run, but they don’t have a 
long-run problem.” 


THE CUT IN summer school fund­ 
ing, Hoffman said, is needed because 
“ I don’t see anywhere else to come up 
with the money to make any changes. 
Summer school is not required and in 
my opinion if we can’t pay for regular 
school, we should not pay for summer 
school.” 
Northwest suburban school officials 
already have assumed summer school 
reimbursement will end this year, 
with several distiricts adopting tuition 
for summer schools and Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 dropping it entirely. 


Besides that, local officials are un­ 
certain about exactly how Hoffman’s 
proposals, if enacted, would affect 
them. Supt. Donald Strong of Arling­ 
ton Heights Dist. 25, said Hoffman’s 
proposal “ sounds pretty logical,” but 
said he doubts that it would provide 
long-range relief to cash-short school 
districts. 


SUPT. KENNETH GILL of Wheel- 
ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said he con­ 
siders the Hoffman proposal “ pie in 
the sky thinking” and said he opposes 
efforts to allow school districts to 
raise local taxes through referendum. 
The reason, Gill said, was because 
the state-aid formula was designed to 
shift the burden for paying for schools 
from local property tax to the state. 
“ Changing the allowed local tax 
rate would throw the whole thing back 
to the local taxpayer,” he said. 
“Everybody agrees that state and 
local governments are in trouble, but 
it can’t all be taken care of at the 
local level. The legislature is going to 
have to bite the bullet on a tax in­ 
crease,” he said.

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Pennsylvania race shapes up as elimination contest

Ronald Reagan counted his best 
single delegate harvest Sunday while 
the leading Democratic presidential 
contenders traded barbs about back­ 
room politics in the Pennsylvania 
primary. 


Democrat Jimmy Carter predicted 
he would win Tuesday’s Pennsylvania 
“Beauty Contest” primary if there is 
a large enough voter turnout to over­ 
come “the political machine” he said 
opposes him. 
Henry Jackson, the supposed benefi­ 
ciary of the organization’s support, 
predicted he would win the race for 


most of the 134 convention delegates 
and might win the popular vote as 
well. 
Morris Udall, who won 22 of 25 dele­ 
gates in his home state of Arizona 
Saturday, predicted he would not fin­ 
ish third either way in Permseylvania. 


With all of them short of cash, the 
Pennsylvania race was shaping up as 
another elimination contest, with the 
possibility 
Carter, 
would 
emerge 
strong — only to face an active chal­ 
lenge by Hubert Humphrey. 
Regan won at least 50 GDP con­ 
vention delegates from South Carolina 
and Arizona and got personal support 


from most of the Kentucky delegates, 
although they will have to vote ac­ 
cording to the results of a primary 
next month. 


Carter and Humphrey, who picked 
up six delegates in his home state of 
Minnesota, are ahead of President 
Ford in trial heats conducted by the 
Gallup Poll, with Carter beating Ford 
by a wider margin than noncandddate 
Humphrey. 
Ford stayed in the White House 
Sunday, planning a four-day trip to 
Texas starting Tuesday to campaign 
for next Saturday’s primary. 
Tuesday’s Pennsylvania primary — 


a twin contest for popular votes and 
134 convention delegates — was the 
main concern of the Democrats. 
Cater, Jackson, Udall and George 
Wallace, who are on the Pennsylvania 
ballot — and Frank Church, who is 
not — appeared on ABC’s “Issues and 
Answers” Sunday. 
Carter said, “I think most of the 
voters are for me in all regions of the 
state. But there is a great deal of in­ 
fluence placed on machine politics.” 
He predicted that with a large turnout 
he would come in first in the popular 
vote. 
Jackson, the favorite of many labor 
leaders and organization Democrats, 


said, “The charges that labor bosses 
are taking over is the hetoric of those 
who are opposed to labor. The in­ 
telligent rank-and-file are obviously 
going to make up their own minds.” 
He said his Labor record is better 
than Carter’s. 
All the Democrats decried the con­ 
gressional delay in reconstituting the 
Federal Election Commission’s fund 
granting authority for candidates. 
Udall said some Democrats in Con­ 
gress “were moved by Nixon motives 
— to deadlock things so Hubert 
Humphrey can be the nominee.” 
Jackson said Ford is refusing to say 
whether he would sign the bill be­ 


cause “he doesn’t want Ronald Rea­ 
gan to get his matching money.” 
Carter said, “I like to blame Presi­ 
dent Ford all I can but it looks to me 
like Congress is the one that hasn’t 
acted. I don’t think we’re going to get 
money till after the primaries are 
over. 
The latest Gallup Poll, based on in­ 
terviews with more than 1,000 voters 
in 300 communities April 9-12, showed 
Carter ahead of Ford 49 per cent to 43 
per cent and Humphrey ahead of 
Ford 48 per cent to 46 per cent, a 
margin Gallup called “statistically a 
tie.” It was Humphrey’s best showing 
against Ford. 
Kissinger: no U.S. arms 
going to rebels in Africa 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (UPI) 
— Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
said Sunday under no circumstances 
would the United States give weapons 
to black guerrillas fighting against 
white minority regimes in southern 
Africa. 
Kissinger arrived in this steamy Afri­ 
can capital Sunday for the second and 
possibly most crucial stop of his two 
week African tour. 
He immediately went into talks — 
described as “pivotal” to the success 
of his seven-nation African mission 
with President Julius Nyerere, known 
as “the teacher” and one of Africa’s 
most influential statemen. 
Kissinger made the no-arms pledge 
before leaving Nairobi, Kenya. 
The secretary also said his two- 
week tour — aimed at restoring 
American credibility on the continent 
and heading off a race war in south­ 
ern Africa — would help President 
Ford formulate a new African policy. 
Later in the day Tanzania’s Foreign 
Minister Ibrahim Kaduma told Kissin­ 
ger that if black majority rule in Af­ 
rica can only be achieved through 
guerrilla war, “we must support that 
cause.” 
The secretary was also told that the 


United States can best help promote 
black majority rule in southern Africa 
by standing aside. 
Kissinger was greeted on his arrival 
in Tanzania by an editorial in the gov­ 
ernment-run Sunday News criticizing 
Washington because it “consistently 
and persistently stood with Africa’s 
oppressors” over the ast 20 years. 
Tanzania takes a hard line toward 
the white minority government of 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith, 
insisting it must be toppled by force. 
U.S. officials traveling with Kissin­ 
ger said his talks with Nyerere would 
be vital to the success of his mission. 
Before flying to Tanzania, Kissinger 
conferred with Kenyan President 
Jomo Kenyatta and later said those 
talks would “contribute greatly to a 
new African policy President Ford 
will formulate on my return.” 
Asked about news reports the 
United States was considering giving 
direct military aid to black guerrillas 
in white-ruled Namibia (South West 
Africa) and Rhodesia, the secretary 
said: 
“The United States does not plan to 
give military aid to nationalists in any 
form.” 
He said liberation movements must

Final Soliah arguments slated 


Final arguments are scheduled today in the bank robbery trial of 
Patricia Hearst’s lover, Steven Soliah, a housepainter with whom 
she shared an intimate relationship during her underground days. 
Soliah’s defense attorney, Sheldon Otis, said the case could go to 
the jury late Monday or Tuesday after nearly four weeks of testi­ 
mony in the Symbionese Liberation Army-linked bank robbery April 
21, 1975. If convicted, Soliah faces a possible maximum life prison 
term because Myma Opsahl, 42, a mother of four, was killed by a 
shotgun blast during the $15,000 holdup in suburban Sacramento. 


Hard-line stand backed in Frisco 


About 95 per cent of the mail to the president of San Francisco’s 
board of supervisors Sunday supported a hard-line stand against 
striking municipal workers who have crippled the city’s public tran­ 
sit system in a 27-day walkout. Scores of the letter writers warned 
against letting San Francisco become “another New York or Great 
Britain,” and urged supervisors’ president Quentin Kopp to “hang 
in there,” “hang tough” and “stand fast.” Some 1,700 city craft 
workers are striking against voter-approved pay cuts, and about 
2,000 bus, trolley and cable car drivers are honoring their picket 
lines, resulting in the transit shutdown.

Lebanese set aside guns for election 


Rival Lebanese factions set aside their weapons Sunday to begin 
the political battle of selecting a new president. The civilian victims 
of more than a year of civil war ventured out for a taste of peace. 
Parliament speaker Kamal Assad said the date of the presidential 
election depended on the security situation. Only an occasional sni­ 
per’s bullet across Moslem-Christian confrontation lines broke the 
two-week-long cease-fire backed by Syria. There were no imme­ 
diate reports of casualties to add to the toll of 17,900 dead and 37,300 
wounded. 


South Vietnamese go to polls 


Sirens called North and South Vietnamese voters to the polls 
Sunday to choose a joint national assembly for this Southeast Asian 
nation’s first unified government in 30 years. The assembly elec­ 
tions were the first to be held countrywide since 1946 when Vietnam 
declared its independence from France and bloody, protracted war 
enveloped Indochina. “We are waiting only for the results of the 
elections to seal the reunification of the North and South,” Saigon 
radio said in special broadcasts that replaced regular news pro­ 
grams.

BOSTON (UPI)—The group blamed 
for the Suffolk County Courthouse 
bombing that injured 22 persons was 
identified Sunday as a “combat unit” 
of the New World Liberation Front 
which has claimed responsibility for 
32 bombings in California. 
Jacques Rogiers, a spokesman for 
the NWLF, said in a telephone inter­ 
view with WEEI radio in Boston the 
Sam Melville-Jonathan Jackson Unit 
was one of “three regular combat 
units” in the San Francisco-based or­ 
ganization. 
In a letter to news media following 
Thursday’s explosion, a group calling 
itself the “Sam Melville-Jonathon 
Jackson Unit” claimed credit for the 
bombing and said there would be 
more terrorist acts unless demands 
for prison reform in Massachusetts 
were met. 
Rogiers, speaking from San Fran­ 
cisco, blamed the 22 injuries on court­ 
house authorities who, he said, re­ 
fused to heed two telephone warnings 
to clear the building. He said there 
had been no injuries in the group’s 32 
bombings in California. 
Police said only one telephone 
warning was received before a bomb 
exploded outside the County Proba­ 
tion Office on the second floor of the 
courthouse building.

The New York Times 
Sunday reported the United States 
quietly has agreed to heavy equip­ 
ment sales to China by European na­ 
tions that could be employed for mili­ 
tary purposes.

Senate unit to release CIA report 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The Senate 
Intelligence Committee plans to re­ 
lease Monday its final report on the 
CIA and other U.S. spy operations 
abroad. 
The panel, headed by Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, was scheduled to 
meet first in closed session with Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency Director 
George Bush and decide whether to 
publish the over-all amount budgeted 
annually by the United States for in­ 
telligence. 
The administration opposes dis­ 
closure of the figure, which has been 


hidden in various budget items, those 
who favor releasing it contend the So­ 
viet Union already knows the amount, 
and only the American taxpayer is 
being kept in the dark. 
The 600-page report on U.S. foreign 
and military intelligence comes 15 
months after the start of a probe in 
which congressional investigators re­ 
vealed abuses of power by the CIA, 
FBI and other intelligence agencies. 
The panel’s final report on domestic 
intelligence will be released later in 
the week. 
At the height of the furor over in­ 


telligence abuses, about 80 senators 
seemed to favor a move toward tough 
oversight and legal restriction of the 
spy community. 


But congressional sources say a 
series of events including the murder 
of CIA agent Richard Welch in Greece 
since has reduced Congress’ will to 
reform the intelligence community. 
Church and other Senate liberals 
still plan, however, to fight for re­ 
forms based upon strict congressional 
oversight of spy activities, they say. 
Estimates on the amount of support 


liberal senators can expect vary, with 
one source putting it as low as 50 to 55 
of the IOO Senate votes and another 
counting about 60 votes. 


The Senate Rules Committee is ex­ 
pected to see round one Tuesday of a 
battle between liberals and con­ 
servatives over a resolution to create 
a new panel to oversee the CIA and 
the intelligence community. This pro­ 
posed Senate Intelligence Activities 
Committee would get advance brief­ 
ings on planned covert operations and 
could make them public.

Egyptians tvere first magicians 


A ndy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit- 
annica's 1976 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Terry Young, 12, of Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., for his question; 


HOW DID THE ART OF MAGIC 
STA R T? 


How would you like to wave a mag­ 
ic wand and turn a head of lettuce 
into a cuddly bunny? Or perhaps say 
a few magic words over an empty 
bird cage and suddenly fill it with 
chirping birds? Maybe pulling shiny 
coins out of the air is more to your 
liking? These and other feats are per­ 
formed by magicians every day, who 
prove beyond any doubt that the hand 
is quicker than the eye. 


The history of magic goes back 
thousands of years, and in the pro­ 
cess gets a heaping helping of super­ 
stition and witchcraft thrown in. One 
definition of magic uses such unsavo­ 
ry terms as voodoo, sorcery, alchemy, 
demonology and witchcraft. Thank 
heavens magic has a split personality 
and another definition is available — 
the one that deals with entertainment. 
Magic as a form of entertainment 
can be traced back to early Egyptian 
history. Scenes painted on the walls of

an Egyptian tomb depict a primitive 
form of the cups-and-balls trick — 
which may be one of the oldest decep­ 
tions in the world. And it is still used 
today by sleight-of-hand performers. 
Early Japanese history tells us of 
magicians pulling ropes through their 
throats. And almost everyone who has 
seen a magic show would recognize 
the magic linking rings, a deception 
that Chinese magicians were per­ 
forming almost 1,500 years ago. 


A book published in 1582 is consid­ 
ered to be the first book on magical 
secrets. Written by Reginald Scott, 
King James I of Scotland promptly 
banned the book, which made the 
people want to read it all the more. 
America’s first book on the secrets of 
magic was printed in Philadelphia by 
Mathew Carey in 1795. 


Through the 18th and 19th centuries 
more and more magicians began to 
perform. Many of them appeared on 
stage in flowing robes and peaked 
hats — and many of their tricks de­ 
pended on props hidden in the folds of 
their robes. Jean-Eugene Robert-Hou- 
din, who lived from 1805 to 1871, was 
the first magician to don regular eve­ 
ning clothes. An amazing performer, 


he is generally called the father of 
modern magic. 
Many magicians imitated Robert- 
Houdin in manner and dress and also 
in the types of conjuring and illusions 
performed. Each in turn added new 
aspects to the art of magic. To list all 
these great magicians would fill pages 
and pages. But perhaps one of the 
most famous names of modem magic 
is Ehric Weiss, who performed under 
the name of Harry Houdini. 


Our modern-day magic has nothing 
to do with witches or sorcery. It is a 
form of entertainment. The magician 
performs tricks that seem impossible, 
and the audience is truly amazed. But 
both the magicians and the spectaors 
know that they are just extremely 
well-executed tricks — and not really 
magic.

O w n e r s of condominium 
a p a r t m e n t units in Rolling 
Meadows think they are being 
tr e a t e d unfairly by Rolling 
Meadows officials. 


It seems that residents of the 
Three Fountains condominium- 
apartment complex on Algon­ 
quin Road are required to pay 
for 
garbage 
collection 
while 
their counterparts in single fam­ 
ily homes receive the service 
free of charge. 


The cost to the condominium 
owner is $2 a month, and it isn't 
necessarily the cost they are 
complaining about. 


They are complaining about 
what they consider their role as 
second class citizens in the City 
of Rolling Meadows, and we be­ 
lieve they have a legitimate 
gripe. 
“We don’t want something ex­ 
tra. We are city residents and 
homeowners and just want equal 
treatment,” said a spokesman 
for the 125 families living at the 
Three Fountains complex. 
The reason given by some 
Rolling Meadows officials for 
charging for the garbage service 
is that the condominiums are 
considered “multi-family” units 


in regard to city service fees. 
And because multi-family units 
(apartments) don't receive free 
garbage service then neither do 
residents of tile condominiums. 


We suspect the debate could 
go on and on without a satisfac­ 
tory resolve to either side be­ 
cause both groups apparently al­ 
ready have made up their minds 
that they are right. 


But it seems the condominium 
owners have legitimate ques­ 
tions regarding their treatment, 
for they have a stake in Rolling 
Meadows just as do single fami­ 
ly homeowners. By purchasing 
one of the condominium units, 
they have as much to say about 
the way things are run in Roll­ 
ing Meadows as any other prop­ 
erty owner because they pay the 
same taxes, and in some cases 
more. And shouldn’t they also be 
given a financial break like oth­ 
er homeowners in Rolling Mead­ 
ows?

Campaign answer man updates primary analysis

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Campaign Answer Man is back in 
town and we’ve asked him to drop by to give us an analysis of the 
issues that have dominated the 1976 presidential primaries so far. 
Question: Sir, we’ve heard a great deal about detente during the 
last few weeks. Would you define detente for us and tell us just 
what the controversy is about? 
Answer Man: Delighted. Detente refers to Dr. Kissinger's dental 
work. The big issue is whether the secretary of state was in viola­ 
tion of the Buy America Act when he had a cavity filled in 
Smolensk. 
Question: Well, what are the positions of the candidates on this 
issue? 
Answer Man: As you might imagine, Gov. Carter is most vitally 
interested in the issue of dental health.

Answer Man: Well, each has his own program. Sen. Jackson 
plans to put the unemployed to work building airplanes. Rep. Udall 
would have them filling strip mines. Gov. Reagan would hire 
200,000 unemployed people to investigate welfare chiseling. 
Gov. Wallace would institute a program hiring welfare mothers to 
shred guidelines and dump them into the Potomac. Gov. Carter 
promises to tell the truth about the issue. And the President says 
he, for one, isn’t going to panic. 
Question: Is there much concern about mass transit? 
Answer Man: This could become a hot issue. The President is 
preparing a program to provide subway cars to Dalhart, Tex., 


Anaheim, Calif., and cities in other states with late primari 
by 
repossessing the Pelham line in New York City. 
Sen. Jackson favors a new technology — moving commuters to 
their jobs on airplanes, while Gov. Carter leans toward submarines. 
Gov. Wallace plans to take the bicycles away from the college 
professors and giving them to steel workers in Gary, Ind., and 
other people who can park them straight. 
Question: Well, how important will these issues be in determining 
the nominations and the election? We hear all the time that image 
and personalities are dominating the campaign. 
Answer Man: Not so. Rep. Udall, for one, denied that canard both 
in New York and Milwaukee, after his one-on-one matches with 
local professional basketball stars. And Gov. Carter simply dis­ 
misses the issue with a smile. 
Question: So we won't be won t be hearing about charmisma in 
this campaign? 
Answer Man: Now that Gov. Shapp is out of it, we've seen the 
last of charisma.

January. 
How are you doing, Oscar? 
“ Pretty fair,” he said. 
IT ’S A FIN E, old 10-acre farm 
on Schoenbeck Road north of 
Hintz Road in Wheeling. Rich, 
black soil rests untilled after the 
long winter. 
The farm belonged to Roy rich­ 
ter, Oscar’s gardening buddy. 
Lichter died. None of his sons 
wanted the farm. 
Last December the land was ac­ 
quired from Liehter’s estate by 
the Wheeling Park District. Park 
officials knew nothing of Oscar 
Maegli. 
Someday, the old farm will be 
converted into a recreational site. 
Men will plow the land level, pour 
cement and install park equip­ 
ment. Before that, Oscar Maegli 
will be moved. 
But for now, he stays because 
there is no place else in his life. 
And because the park district still 
does not have any idea what to do 
with him. 


“ I DIDN’T HEAR nothing yet,” 
said Oscar. “ You’d have to see 
whats-his-name. I can’t think of 
the guy’s name.” 
When 
asked whether Oscar 
meant Dave Phillips, the park su­ 
perintendent: 
“ Yeah, that’s the fellow.” 
We visited for nearly two hours. 
Oscar told new stories not covered 
in January, there was a row of 
birch trees along the farm’s 
northern edge.

Spring causes things to grow. 
And years ago, Oscar and Roy 
Lichter already would have begun 
their garden. We walked into that 
field. 
“ This would be a good time to 
plow,” said Oscar. “It’s not too 
dry and not too wet.” 
PEONIES HAVE poked their 
little stalks through the ground on 
Roy Lichter’s old farm.Two rhu­ 
barb patches are up. Tulips grow 
in no particular sequence. The 
grape arbor appears dead. Oscar 
found some onions. 
“ Right here, this used to be a 
whole row of asparagus,” he said. 
“ It comes up yet. You used to see 
all that stuff. If it was grown 
around here, we had it.” 
We continued to walk all around

the old farm. Oscar told me about 
pear, cherry, apple and apricot 
trees in the orchard. They’d 
bloom soon. He had not said any­ 
thing about apricots in January. 
The orchard has seen better 
days. Oscar does not even bother 
with the fruit. “ Birds will do that 
for you,” he said. “They clean a 
tree in one day.” 


OSCAR WALKED near a large 
plant and said, “ When you see 
these lilacs in bloom, that’s when 
you should run down to Fox Lake 
and get yourself some white bass. 
That’s when they’re really run­ 
ning.” 
He always loved fishing. Oscar 
has not been on a dock or sat in a 
boat for years. 
There have been some changes 
since January. Oscar had a birth­ 
day .. . he’s now 63. . . and also 
junked his old blue car for an old 
brown car. 
The big house has been vacant 
almost one year. Paint has begun 
to peel on the inside walls. Bushes 
are threatening to obscure the 
house.

UOP first quarter income drops 


UOP Inc., Des Plaines, announced 
net income in the first quarter of 1976 
totaled $4,337,000 or 38 cents a share. 
Income declined from $4,358,000 or 44 
cents a share reported a year earlier. 
Income from continuing operations 
reached $1,871,000 or 17 cents a share 
compared to $4,629,000 or 46 cents a 
share during the same quarter of 
1975. Income from the gain on the sale 
of UOP’s fragrances and flavors oper­ 
ations amounted to $1,181,000 or IO 


cents a share compared to the oper­ 
ating loss of $271,000 in 1975. 
Gross revenues for the three-month 
p e r i o d ended March 31 totaled 
$141,767,000 versus $125,067,000 for the 
same period last year. 


James V. Crawford, president, said 
the UOP board of directors voted to 
omit a dividend payment in the sec­ 
ond quarter. 


Although the company’s traditional 


energy-oriented business remains a 
strong contributor to profits, petroche­ 
mical technology and the UOP spe­ 
cialized services such as refinery 
management and environmental ser­ 
vices contribute significantly to reve­ 
nues. Crawford said the outlook for 
the remainder of 1976 is “ generally 
favorable.” He cited recent cost-cut­ 
ting measures including corporate 
staff reductions.

Cecile Walker of Palatine was 
reared on a fruit farm in Michigan, 
her story of how her grandparents 
settled there wins this week’s $5 
award. 


In the 1890s, my maternal grand­ 
parents in Germany, Herman and 
Anna Skibbe, were fleeing from bor­ 
der to border, trying to escape ag­ 
gression. They decided to emigrate 
the new country, the United States of 
America, to give their baby daughter, 
Theresa, (my mother), a more prom­ 
ising future. 


Sponsored by American Friends, 
they set out on the long voyage across 
the Atlantic Ocean. Hie sea was 
rough for days and the comforts of 
the ship minimal. Anna, expecting her 
second baby, and her young daughter 
were extremely ill. Funeral clothes 
were already laid out for Theresa, 
who wasn’t expected to live. 


BUT THE CHILD managed to stay 
alive and, with God’s help, they all 
arrived safely in New York Harbor 
after 30 days at sea. 


The Skibbes then began the long 
trip from New York to Michigan. It 
was too much for Anna, who went into 
labor in a railroad station in Pennsyl­ 
vania. A kind Baptist minister who 
lived a mile down the road took the 
little family into his home for a week, 
where their second child, a son, was 
born. 


Continuing their journey, they final­ 
ly arrived at their sponsor’s home, a 
fruit farm in Michigan. With the spon­ 
sor’s help, they rented a house down 
the road. Herman took jobs with vari­ 
ous farmers, picking fruit and work­ 
ing the land. 


LATER THE Skibbes bought low- 
priced government land two miles 
away. On this wooded 20 acres, Her­ 
man built a log cabin. Gradually he 
added a bam, chicken house, garage, 
and eventually a white-frame house to 
replace the cabin. 


The land was cleared, mostly by 
hand, 
and 
planted 
with 
apples, 
grapes, plums, melons, currants, red 
raspberries and pears. As the years 
went by, seven more children (nine in 
all) hleped their father plant and har­ 
vest the fruit which was packed and 
taken by horse and wagon to the fruit 
market in Benton Harbor, IO miles 
away. 


All nine children walked two miles 
to a one-room country school. On Sun-

days, Herman hitched up the horses 
to the wagon — to the sleigh in winter 
— and traveled eight miles to the 
little white country church which he 
had helped build. 
ANNA LOVED flowers and bad a 
large garden. She put up pickles and 
sauerkraut, and sold fruit from a 
stand in her front yard. With the mon­ 
ey she earned, she went to the county 
fair each dall. 
The little country church is there to­ 
day. My father still attends services 
there, as did Theresa, my mother, un­ 
til her death three years ago. The 
home where I was raised and where 
my father still lives is only one-fourth 
mile from the first home of my grand­ 
parents, Herman and Anna. They left 
us a legacy of pleasant memories as 
they helped to make our country what 
it is today.

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Don Sayres sets a chic color

(Last of a series) 


It’s odd. Don Sayres can’t explain it, but there’s 
something distinctly southern about him. A Leslie 
Howard, “Gone With the Wind” quality, in the soft 
voice, the lanky frame and the fair, angular fea­ 
tures. 


The 29-year-old designer, however, was born in the 
Bronx, graduated with a liberal arts degree from 
New York’s Hunter College — “It wafc important to 
me to get a broad education” — and then attended 
the Fashion Institute of Technology here. 


“After FIT, I played around for awhile,” he says, 
“and when I decided I should be working, I didn’t 
know where to begin. I knew no one in this field and 
everyone said you have to take your portfolio and 
knock on doors. But if you’re not generally outgoing 
it’s very tough.” 


But the more doors, the less tough it becomes, he

found. “I’d go to Seventh Avenue and work my way 
from the top of a 'building to the bottom', asking if 
they had any opening.” 


The break finally came when Oleg Cassini sports­ 
wear offered to buy his sketches free lance. Even­ 
tually, he ended up designing for D'Amselle for four 
and a half years. 


Just one year ago, he left D’Amselle to become the 
imagination behind Gamut, a women’s sportswear 
house created by Consolidated Foods, “one of the 
largest and best run conglomerates in the country,” 
he says. 


“CONSOLIDATED estimated we’d do $2.5 million 
the first year. But two weeks after our first show 
last April (1975), the business in the house alone was 
$2.4 million. It was difficult to go to a $5 million 
business overnight.” He laughs. Difficult, but it 
should happen to everyone. 


Now, with his second collection behind him and a 
third approaching, Gamut by Don Sayres is estab­ 
lished in 1,500 stores nationally. 


“I offer what I call preselected sportswear.” he 
says. “I’ll sell a jacket, shirt, skirt or pants that I’ve 
coordinated as one unit, for $120 to $150. But I also 
emphasize that this is a suggested way of wearing 
these pieces. They’re simple, well-chosen items that 
I’ve put together but love to see broken apart by a 
woman who loves to do that.” 


His spring colors are exuberant and spirited. He 
pairs a cherry blazer with a turquoise shirt, for in­ 
stance, over a white skirt. “We’re in a period of very 
simple clothes,” he explains, “and your silhouettes 
remain fairly basic — the blazer, skirt and shirt. So 
what’s left to play with is color. 


“I can’t explain the difference between chic and 
vulgar brights,” he continues. “It’s a taste level and 
that’s the most important thing about my clothes. 
The taste level is such that they’ll go with any other 
designer clothes.” 


Women, you see, he says in his quiet way, “have a 
tremendous variety in their wardrobe, if they’d open 
their closets. Before she goes shopping, a woman

should know her wardrobe. She may need just one 
jacket or a sleeveless, V-neck sweater to pull it all 
together.” 


AND SHE SHOULD learn to look at herself. “Her 
visual judgment is the most important thing. She’s 
got to learn to hold a blouse with a jacket in front of 
a mirror to see if they work, because what you do 
with fabrics and how you wear them determine when 
you wear them.” 


Take a day look carried into evening, another of 
his specialties. “In the fall, I did a flannel skirt with 
a velvet jacket. In the evening, you put that jacket 
over a satin shirt and with that flannel skirt, it’s a 
great look for the theater or the movies.” 


Provided ifs casual. He hates a studied, labored 
appearance, and if he catches you with every button 
buttoned, watch out. “I’m always undoing buttons,” 
he says, “and turning back cuffs on a jacket to show 
a blouse beneath. And I like to stand up the collar of 
a shirt to frame a woman’s face.” 


And, finally, we’ve got to send caution to the 
winds. “When something is new,” he says, “that’s 
the time to try it. The first year, women read about 
it and say, it’s not for me. 


“The second year they see it on a friend and say, 
it’s still not for me. The third year, they get cou­ 
rageous and buy it. But by now designers are com­ 
ing up with something new, and yet these women 
complain about styles changing too rapidly.” 


AFTER ALL, clothes for those outside the busi­ 
ness, “shouldn’t be taken too seriously. Fashion isn’t 
fine art which remains fine art through the ages. Ifs 
a new skirt length and if it’s not for you, wear what 
you like, but give yourself time to enjoy it if you do 
like it.” 


Solid thoughts from the easygoing young man with 
the southern manner who admits to feeling the pres­ 
sure of his profession. “I’ve established a certain 
level and I have to maintain it and go beyond it. It s 
hard.” But, then, so was knocking on all those doors 
and look where that got him.

Today, with 
most mothers of the bride and groom 
just about as attractive as the bride, 
and all the bridesmaids wearing an­ 
other contrast, it seems everyone is 
trying to outdo the other. 
My opinion would be to wear a love­ 
ly, becoming color in a subdued fash­ 
ion; in other words, keep it simple.

I’m not advocating everyone have a 
white wedding, but I am suggesting 
that everyone in the wedding dress as 
a background for the bride instead of 
trying to be the center of attention. 
Dear Eunice Farmer, 
I have a very full pair of palazzo 
pants that I no longer wear. There is 
so much yardage in them, I am won­ 
dering if I can change the pattern and 
make a skirt instead. Is this possible 
without a pattern? I would love to 
make this change without ripping the 
pants out altogether. — Mrs. H. P. S. 
Dear Mrs. H. P. S., 
First, I suggest you think about this 
before you act too fast. As so often is 
the case, the palazzo pants are still 
very much in style because of the lou- 
ngewear look in at-home dressing. 
They are now called pajama pants, 
but they are virtually the same. 


If you would still like to make them 
into a skirt, it is rather simple to do. 
Rip out the center front and center 
back seams to a few inches above the 
curve of the crotch. You must also rip 
out the inseam of the pants clear to 
the hem. Press the seam allowances 
out nice and flat. 
Take a yardstick and place it verti­ 
cally along the center front seam 
from the point where you stopped rip­ 
ping up to the waistband. Draw a line 
that continues from this point clear to 
the hem. Do the same for the center 
back seam. 
Pin and machine stitch a continuous 
seam from the center front all the 
way to the hem, and do the same in 
the back. You have simply cut away 
the crotch curve that made the gar­ 
ment into pants, usually about 3 to 4 
inches both front and back. 
Incidentally, the same techniques 
be used to change a pair of short cu­ 


lotte or gaucho pants into a street 
length skirt.

No matter how many patterns I 
have tried, I cannot get a pair of 
pants that fit correctly and look good 
on me. If they fit me rather close, 
they show all my bulges; if they are 
loose, they look baggy. I would like to 
wear pants like all of my friends, but 
need some kind of magic to come up 
with the right answer. I would appre­ 
ciate any help you can give me. —

Dear Mrs. M. A. A., 
Without meaning to sound too flip, I 
must tell you that it takes more than 
fitting to make pants look great — it 
takes a great figure. Unfortunately, 
ail female figures were not made to 
wear pants, so if you are honest with 
yourself and realize this is your prob­ 
lem, you must attack the problem 
from another angle.

Of course, the fitting is important. 
You must use the right width legs for 
your figure, the crotch length must be 
correct and they must fit with some 
ease throughout the thighs and hips. 
After you have achieved a satisfac­ 
tory fit, then we must go farther and 
find just what will make these pants 
attractive on you. This will come 
from the type of top or jacket you 
wear with the pants to disguise the 
part of your figure that is not attrac­ 
tive. 
An overblouse or shirt is the first 
answer that comes to my mind. A 
shirt-type or blazer jacket will also 
hide a multitude of sins. 
Whatever you do, I would avoid a 
tuck-in blouse or even a short sweater 
that reveals the very part of you that 
you are trying to disguise. I hope I 
have given you a few ideas that will 
overcome the hurdle you have encoun­ 
tered and allow you to wear slacks 
with confidence, just the same as 
your friends.

Husband’s health 
a worry to wife 


What does one do with a 48-year-old husband who won’t take care 
of his health? 


He’s a big man, 6 feet 2 and weights 200 pounds. Two years ago 
the doctor found he had very high blood pressure and gave him 
some medicines and told him to come back in three weeks. He 
never went back. He gets very little exercise, eats no breakfast 
except for two cups of coffee and fruit juice, eats no lunch and has 
a good evening meal. He has two cocktails before dinner and sev­ 
eral after. He is in bed by 10:30 week nights and ll or so on 
weekends. He sits at a desk all day. 


He suffers terrible headaches and eats aspirin like he can’t get 
enough of it. His mother died of a stroke at age 57 and I am afraid 
he is heading in the same direction. His father is hale and hearty in 
his middle 70s and my husband says he takes after his father and 
will live to a ripe old age. His father is four inches shorter and 50 
pounds lighter. He doesn’t drink or smoke. My husband stopped 
smoking IO years ago so I know that’s in his favor. 


Our sex life has gone down the drain. He says it makes his heart 
beat too fast and for an hour or so afterwards. 


I love him, Doctor, and don’t want to be a widow. I am only 44 
and we still have four children at home. If you’d comment on 
whether blood pressure is inherited or not, I would be most grate­ 
ful. 


You have good reason to be concerned. There is an inherited 
tendency toward high blood pressure. Anyone who has high blood 
pressure certainly deserves careful evaluation and should then 
have regular medical supervision. If necessary, medicine should be 
taken. Elimination of any evidence of excess fat in a person who 
has high blood pressure is exceedingly important. High blood pres­ 
sure significantly increases the likelihood of having a heart attack 
or a stroke. 


From the sounds of your husband’s diet it is unsatisfactory. Indi­ 
viduals usually are not successful in controlling their weight by 
eating little or no breakfast, little or no lunch and having one large 
meal a day. That large meal usually contains so many calories that 
it defeats all the earlier efforts. 


The alcohol contributes to his calorie intake. A high alcohol in­ 
take with poor dietary habits is a set-up for developing liver disease 
and other problems. 


If sexual activity produces a significant strain on your husband, 
his health must be sufficiently bad that he really does need help. 
Persistent fast heart rate after a modest amount of exercise is not 
normal. Your husband needs to see a good, conscientious doctor, 
and he needs to become a good, conscientious patient. Between the 
two a great deal can be done to improve his chances of survival 
with good health. A major change in his habits might enable him to 
eliminate his headaches, regain his health and really enjoy the 
increased life span that he could have.

Oxalic acid cleanser 


might remove stains 


Dear Dorothy: Put some chlorine bleach in the toilet bowl, then 
foolishly used a stainless steel scrubber on a particularly stub­ 
born spot. The result was pure disaster. I have blackish-gray 
marks which respond to nothing. Is there any way to remove 
these marks or have I taken the permanent finish off? — Enid W. 
Malcolm 


I was under the impression that glazed, ceramic toilet bowls, 
being made of vitreous china, were impervious to any kind of 
stain. However, an expert in the field says that if the chlorine 
bleach was not diluted with water, it might have softened the 
surface and the steel wool at that point was the worst thing to 
use. He thinks the damage probably is permananet, but you have 
nothing to lose to try a bit of the cleanser containing oxalic acid. 
I’ve watched window cleaners use it to remove supposedly per­ 
manent stains. 


Dear Dorothy: Someone told me that oil of eucalyptus would 
rid a house of fleas. Have you ever heard of this? If so, how could 
a simple thing like this do the trick? —Mrs. J. H. Hedge 


Insects are repelled by certain odors. This particular product is 
quite pungent. Many readers have reported success dampening 
cotton balls in the oil and tying them around where the fleas 
cluster. They leave, say the contended householders. 


Dear Dorothy: I occasionally see a recipe asking for clarified 
butter. Can you buy it or do you have to make it yourself? 
—Hildy Martin 


You make it yourself. Melt butter over low heat and skim off the 
foam. Strain the clear yellow liquid inti a bowl,taking care to 
leave all the milky residue in the bottom of the pan. What you 
have in the bowl is clarified butter.

pets, tears help 
You can survive a loss 


Losing. . .your lover, your job, your 
youth.. .is part of living. But that 
doesn’t make it any easier to take. 
How can you cope with the hurt? 
“Accept your loss and do your cry­ 
ing now,” advises psychologist Melba 
Colgrove, of San Diego. “The stiff up­ 
per lip is out. Don’t postpone your 
grieving or you’ll never get over it. 
Face it, knowing that you will sur­ 
vive. You think you won’t. But really, 
you will.” 
Dr. Colgrove finds that while every­ 
one reacts differently to loss, there 
are some patterns. First, in the case 
of sudden loss, there’s shock and de­ 
nial. You may feel injured and seek to 
deny the reality of what happened. 
The next phase is anger and depres­ 
sion. You’ll have trouble thinking 
clearly, concentrating on work or 
even remembering what you had for 
breakfast. Finally, there is under­ 
standing and acceptance. 
“THEN YOU’RE on your way to re­ 
covery,” Dr. Colgrove says “and, per­ 
haps, growth. Having weathered the 
crisis, you may discover a happier, 
stronger, more independent you.” 
Loss can have another positive as­ 
pect, she notes. “It makes room for 
new gains and potentials.” For ex­ 
ample, losing your old job offers an 
opportunity to find a better one. 
Can people prepare for loss? “Yes,” 
says Dr. Colgrove, “this can and 
should be done.” Knowing about •

loved one’s serious illness or the fami­ 
ly breadwinner’s job difficulties, you 
can make arrangements to ease the 
anticipated blow. 
“ One couple I know ‘rehearses’ for 
widowhood. They spend time on their 
own to get used to being alone. Their 
wills are in order, and they’ve made 
known to whom they would leave 
their family china and favorite be­ 
longings.” 
DR. COLGROVE, now in her for­ 
ties, lost her father when she was 
four. Age and experience make one 
better able to deal with loss, she 
points out. “ I’ve learned that I sur­ 
vived before and will survive again.” 
Still, the death of a loved one, sepa­ 
ration or divorce, the loss of such in­ 
tangibles as health or youth, or even 
of cherished things, can be difficult at 
any age. 
“I once lost a fountain pen I’d had 
t h r o u g h o u t college and graduate 
school,” Dr. Colgrove recalls. “ There 
were other pens, but I wanted tha- 
were other pens, but I wanted that 
one. Since then I’ve learned there are 
substitutions for most things. Of 
father or a husband.” 
Grieving — with the support of 
friends and using consoling devices 
such as a diary, a tape recorder, a 
pet (“Look into your puppy’s brown 
eyes and tell him he’s the only one 
who understands how you feel!” ), or 
even a pillow (“to hit or to hug” ) — 
soothes the emotional hurt and speeds 
the healing process. 
“ YOU MUST experience the pain. 
Don’t try to run from it or delay it. 
See it through.” 
At the same time, she says, don’t 
become a martyr filled with self-pity. 
“ It’s OK to accept comfort from 
friends, family and co-workers. In 
fact, don’t be afraid to ask for help.” 
“Ifs fine to be gentle and good to 
yourself, but don’t dwell on the pain 
forever,” she continued. “Find new 


interests and bring new people into 
your life. Orthodox Jews who’ve lost 
their spouses are limited in their time 
of mourning. Then they are encour­ 
aged to remarry. That’s a pretty good 
idea.” 
Melba Colgrove, currently on sabba­ 
tical in San Diego from her position 
as director of psychology at Samalona 
Center in Birmingham. Mich., is co­ 
author of “How to Survive the Loss of 
a Love” (Simon & Schuster/Lion 
Press, $5.95). Subtitled “58 Things to 
Do When There Is Nothing To Be 
Done,” the book combines sensitive 
poetry with practical tactics. As Dr. 
Colgrove puts it: “This is a handbook 
for those who are hurting.”

Transfer patterns for embroidery 
are making a comeback in stores, but 
ink for homemade transfers can be 
made easily at home with a formula 
from the University of Nebraska-Lin- 
coln. 


Stir one teaspoon of sugar in one 
tablespoon of hot water until sugar 
has dissolved. Choose a food color 
that will show up well on your fabric 
and add 30 drops or more to get a 
strong color. With a broadpoint pen or 
brush, draw or paint the design on pa­ 
per, let it dry, and iron it on the fab­ 
ric, with the iron at the cotton setting. 
Remember that the design will show 
up in reverse on the fabric. 


The service said ink remaining on 
the fabric after the embroidery is fin­ 
ished will wash away easily.

Belated Reflections On The Elec­ 
tion: This topic would have been at­ 
tacked two weeks ago except that 
once the votes were counted and the 
stories written, I immediately dis­ 
appeared for a needed vacation. 


Now that I ’ve returned, rested and 
almost sane, it’s time to put on ye old 
cap of wisdom and see what happened 
here April IO. 
An “ antiteacher influence” move­ 
ment went public during the election. 
The seeds were planted the day those 
comfortable old “ professional associ­ 
ations” admitted to being “ teachers’ 
unions” and wanted to actually nego­ 
tiate salaries, working hours, school 
calendars and class size. 


IN SOME DISTRICTS — particular­ 
ly those that had teachers’ strikes last 
year and where unions are increas­ 
ingly vocal — the rhetoric on defeat­ 
ing teacher power flowed like water. 
Ed Bedard, a Schaumburg Town­ 
ship Dist. 54 incumbent, passed out 
campaign literature which referred to 
the “ combat” between teachers and 
board and the need for strong board 
members who would not relinquish 
control. Ann Sostrin, a second-time 
candidate in East Maine Dist. 63, 
pointed to the teachers’ strike and ex­ 
pressed her fear that militant teach­ 
ers were taking control of the schools. 


The vocal antiteacher candidates 
were defeated throughout the area. At 
the same time, some equally vocal 
pro-teacher candidates scored vic­ 
tories. 


In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 
two of the three winners objected to 
the district’s eliminating 50 teaching 
positions this year. One is a teacher 
now, the other, a former teacher, and 
both received endorsement from the 
district teachers union. 


TEACHER-ENDORSED candidates 
in local districts did not sweep the 
elections but they scored well. Where 
they didn’t win, their vote totals were 
close to the winners. 
I don’t think that’s the least bit sur­ 
prising.

candidates, they capture votes for

their people by simply sending letters 
to all union teachers living in the dis­ 
trict.

15, candidates received the 
backing from individual political lead­ 
ers, although there was no blanket en­ 
dorsement from the Republican or 
Democratic organizations there. 
In both cases, the endorsements 
were made to counteract the pur­ 
ported strength of teachers and in 
both cases the endorsement did not 
mean automatic election. 


There is a danger here. Education 
w ill be the loser if the day dawns 
when seven Regular Republican Or­ 
ganization candidates, or seven Regu­ 
lar Democratic Organization candi­ 
dates, or, for that matter, seven 
teacher candidates wind up on a 
board of education. All who endorse 
now say they are doing so in the best 
interest of education. But you would 
have to be a fool to believe “ the good 
of the kids” is the only reason they 
have become involved.

is better than theirs,” Ryan said. 
Ryan’s letter to HUD includes the 
argument that the margin for error is 
greater in the agency’s “ universal ap­ 
proach,” because of village 
zoning 
regulations, which prohibit heavy in­ 
dustry. These guarantee “ substantial­ 
ly fewer jobs per capita than other 
communities,” the letter states. 
If the Arlington Heights application 
for community development funds is 
approved, the village w ill receive 
$134,000 this year and w ill be eligible 
to apply for $295,000 next year and 
more than $400,000 in each of the next 
three years.

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Rattlesnakes9 emergence 
a sure sign of spring 


KEOTA, Colo. (UPI) - Rattle­ 
snakes are among the most hated 
creatures alive. 
They are ugly and seldom inspire 
poetry. 
But just like the migrations of rob­ 
ins and the blooming of flowers, their 
emergence from hiding is a sure sign 
of spring. 
Each spring for thousands of years 
they have slithered from their mys­ 
terious denning areas to scatter onto 
the dusty western plains. This year is 
no different. 
Prairie rattlesnake spent the last 
few weeks basking in the sun near 
communal dens, recovering from a 
long winter hibernation until ready to 
leave seperately for other areas. 
Jeff Kimble, a blond, bearded out- 
doorsman 
from 
Centennial, 
Wyo., 
stumbled onto a half acre of dens 
about eight years ago. He returns pe­ 
riodically to study the reptiles. 
On a recent trip back, Kimble drove 
his pickup truck off the road near the 
W y o rn i n g-Colorado 
border 
and 
bounced along the dry prairie in a 
dusty cloudy, steering around gullies 
and sagebrush. He pulled the truck 
into a ravine near some chalky white 
and brown cliffs, climbed out and 
strapped a six shooter on his hip. 
Falcons, badgers, lizards and rat­ 
tlers are at home here. The jagged 
peaks of the Rocky Mountains are 
barely visible IO miles to the west. 


Kimble once counted a minimum of 
200 snakes in the area within 20 min­ 
utes. He claims there could easily 
have been 500. 
“They’ll be leaving in a day or 
two,” he said. “Then they’ll be mov­ 
ing out in all directions. Everywhere 
you step you’ll be walking on snakes.” 


With Kimble was Dave Chiszar, an 
animal behaviorist from the Univer­ 
sity of Colorado who has studied rat­ 
tlesnakes for three years. 
“There’s no way of telling how 
many snakes are here,” Chizar said. 
“I’m willing to bet we’re standing on 
the main aggregate area for about 
five miles in all directions, maybe 
more.” 
They walked carefully into the area 
and within minutes found five or six 
rattlers sunning themselves at the 
mouth of a deep hole in the earth. 


V 
The prairie rattlers felt the vibra­ 
tions of footsteps. The broad flat 
heads rose up looking directly at the 
two men. One snake began rattling 
but most were still sluggish from the 
hibernation. 
“The rattle is meant to scare,” 
Chiszar said. “The snake doesn’t want 
to tangle with the hiker who stumbles 
on it. What it wants is for you to 
leave it alone. It’s actually a timid 
creature.” 
The prairie rattlesnake is the most 
common western rattler, found from 
the Mississippi River to California. 
Lawrence Klauber, a herpetologist 
and foremost rattlesnake authority, 
says the creatures can probably live 
at elevations up to 10,000 feet. 
Few people die from rattlesnake 
bites these days, even from the fangs 
of the prairie rattler which has the 
most deadly venom of the species. 
“I’d say the prairie rattlesnakes are 
among the most dangerous of the 
North American rattlers,” Chiszar 
said. “It is theoretically possible that 
a guy could die if he gets a strike 
directly into the bloodstream but it’s 
unlikely. He’ll get sicker than hell 
though.” 


The old time-tested remedy of a 
slight cut across the wound and suck­ 
ing the venom out remains the best 
remedy for snake bit, he said, but it 
must be done immediately after the 
strike to be effective. 
Other rattlers were near their dens 
basking in the sun and becoming 
more active as their body tempera­ 
tures warmed. The dull green skin 
with brown blotches could barely be 
distinguished from the surrounding 
terrain. Most of the snakes slid off 
into nearby dens soon after sending 
the men’s presence. 
In a nearby arroyo, however, the 
two men crept up on a three-foot rat­ 
tler before it had a chance to slip 
away. For 30 minutes they sat less 
than six feet from the coiled snake 
while it rattled and threatened in 
striking position 


The snake rarely moved except 
when one of the men changed posi­ 
tion. Then its flat head slowly turned 
to follow the movement. 
A rattler has a striking distance of 
roughly two-thirds its body length. 
The strike is faster than the human 
eye can follow. Klauber says the 
snakes vary in temperment but will 
generally avoid a fight if they have a 
choice. 
“Well, I think we’ve terrorized this 
old boy about enough,” Chiszar said, 
and the men picked up their equip­ 
ment and walked off, leaving the 
snake still coiled and rattling. 
On the way back to the truck, they 
stopped to watch another group of rat­ 
tlers retreat to the safety of a crack 
in the ground. The same snakes will 
be able to find their way back to the 
same crack in the ground next fall. 
Those that make it back. 


Pilot views Midway battle 


TULSA, Okla. (UPI) - Only five of 
the 38 torpedo planes launched from 
U.S. aircraft carriers in the Battle of 
Midway in June, 1942 came back. En­ 
sign Ed Heck was the pilot of one of 
them. 
For his role in the crucial Pacific 
battle against the Japanese, Heck was 
awarded the Navy Cross, second only 
to th Congressional Medal of Honor. 
He made a career of the Navy, retir­ 
ing in 1960 with the rank of command­ 
er. 
Heck, now 57, is director of mainte­ 
nance information services at the 
American Airlines Maintenance and 
Engineering Center in Tulsa and is 
helping organize the Combat Pilots 
Association, a new group headquar­ 
tered at Los Angeles. 
The CPA was started two years ago 
to “promote a strong and effective 
military aviation organization,” Heck 
said. CPA members hope the organi­ 
zation eventually will become a lobby 
force in Congress. 
The organization has had two na­ 
tional conventions — called “Group 
Gropes” — where members get to­ 


gether and tell war stories. 
The Battle of Midway is the most 
memorable for Heck. The Carthage, 
Mo., native was only 23 when the 38 
torpedo planes undertook the mission 
a g a i n s t overwhelming Japanese 
forces seven months after Pearl Har­ 
bor. 
“Most of them were shot down be­ 
fore we ever got to dropping range,” 
he said. “They were shot down by 
Japanese fighters.” 
The planes swooped down, trying to 
get to within 50 or IOO feet of the wa­ 
ter before launching their torpedos at 
the target ships. 
“You had to lead the ship,” Heck 
said. “If your lead was incorrect, you 
missed the target. You had no homing 
capability.” 
And, Heck can also recall how de­ 
lays kept his carrier, the Enterprise, 
from reaching Pearl Harbor on Dec. ,7 
1941. 
“The carrier was scheduled to be in 
the harbor early that morning, but 
there were delays,” he said. “There­ 
fore, we were off the coast of Oahu 
when the Japanese attacked. Some of 


the aircraft had been launched and 
arrived at Pearl Harbor about the 
time of the attack and were shot 
down. 
“When. the ship received word, we 
were, of course, put immediately on 
alert. 
“My squadron stood by all day Dec. 
7 for a launch to conduct a torpedo 
attack. Late that afternoon my squad­ 
ron was launched along with others, 
dive bombers and fighter aircraft, for 
an attack on the Japanese fleet. 


“However, we never made contact, 
for reasons unbeknownst to me. We 
went to where it was supposed to be, 
but it wasn’t there.” 
Heck, who also served on carriers 
during the Korean War, joined the 
Navy Reserve in the fall of 1939. 


“My objective in wanting to join 
was with the intent that after my 
three years with the fleet, I would go 
into commercial aviation,” Heck said. 
“But, before I had completed my 
three years, World War II had started 
and I couldn’t get out if I had wanted 
to.”

Jenkins surprised 
by trade but happy 
about joining winner

Ferguson Jenkins had finished 
his workout before the modest 
pre-game 
crowd 
in 
Comiskey 
Park and headed for the dugout, 
stopping every few feet along the 
way to oblige autograph seekers. 
With his third team in four 
years, the one-time Chicago Cub 
of eight years looked lean and lan­ 
ky as he dropped into a seat in 
the near empty dugout. No 32- 
years-old, he looked good in the 
uniform of his new team, the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox. He looked like a win­ 
ner. 
Jenkins was 17-18 for Texas last 
season before going to Boston for 
pitcher Steve Barr and outfielder 
Juan Beniquez. He was 25-12 in ’74 
for the Rangers after coming over 
from the Cubs. He expressed sur­ 
prise, yet delight at the prospects 
of being with a pennant winner 
come October. 
“ Yes, the trade came as a sur­ 
prise to me,” he said, wiping the 
perspiration from his face. “ I had 
a mediocre year last year, but 
since the team didn’t play that 
well, I thought I ’d get at least an­ 
other year to prove myself in 
Texas.” 
I knew there were a lot of 
teams interested in me toward the 
end of the season. Los Angeles, 
Cincinnati and Atlanta had sent 
scouts out. But Boston was a sur­ 
prise. 
“ I feel real good about being 
here,” he said. But I know I have 
to prove myself all over again.” 
So far, Jenkins has been doing 
that, much to the delight of Bosox 
manager 
Darrell 
Johnson. 
In 
three games so far this year, Jen­ 
kins was' only 1-2, but had given 
up only one earned run in those 
three games. 
Johnson said he didn’t have 
anything to do with the Jenkins 
trade directly, but was delighted 
with his team’s acquisition. 
“ We sat down at the end of last 
season and assessed our needs,” 
Johnson said. “ He (Jenkins) was 
certainly on the list of people we 
wanted to get.” 
Playing in Fenway Park rem­ 
inds Jenkins a lot of his years in 
Wrigley Field. Both parks are 
cozy, full of charm and tradition, 
and populated by a special kind of 
fan. 
“ The Boston fans are very sim­ 
ilar to our Cub fans,” Jenkins 
said. “ There’s a lot of chanting, 
always a good turnout, and the 
fans are very knowledgeable.” 
In town for a series against the 
White Sox, Jenkins had visited 
some of his old haunts around

Chicago, seeing the many friends 
he made here. He also expected to 
get in touch with teammates Ron 
Santo and Glen Beckert. 
His days with the Cubs stay 
with him. “ The 1969 season comes 
up a lot.” Jenkins said, referring 
to the year the Cubs had a stran­ 
glehold on first place going into 
September only to blow every­ 
thing to the New York Mets. “ I 
just say we just lost to a better 
team,” he said. 


Pitching in cozy Fenway doesn't 
bother Jenkins, despite his reputa­ 
tion for throwing more than an oc­ 
casional home run ball. 
“ Home runs are part of my 
game,” he explained. “ I'll throw 
35-40 home rims a year, which 
wTorks out to about one every nine 
innings. I’m around the plate a 
lot, so they'll hit their share. I 
just go out there and pitch my 
game and don’t really worry about 
the home runs.” 


Jenkins was happy to hear his 
old teammate and catcher on the 
Cubs. Randy Hundley, had caught 
on again with the Bruins. “ I fig­ 
ure he can still help somebody. 
Nobody has more heart than Ran­ 
dy.” . 
“ I remember playing for (Leo) 
Durocher, 
who’d 
play 
Randy 
when he was hurting. Durocher 
knew that even hurt, Randy was 
one of the best catchers around 
and meant a lot to the team.” 
Jenkins now winters on his 10O- 
acre farm in Canada where he 
raises beef cattle and dogs. 
Before walking down the tunnel 
that runs to the visiting team's 
c l u b h o u s e , Jenkins paused, 
climbed up the dugout steps and 
obliged the fans who had been 
waiting, with his signature. His 
similar number 31 was covered by 
a warmup jacket, but any fan who 
sought him out could spot him 
easily. 
The uniform may change, but 
the fans’ feeling for him in Chi­ 
cago won’t.

There was just one good thing about 
Saturday’s 44th running of the Pala­ 
tine Relays: they didn’t try to hold it 
on Sunday. 
Only a snowstorm would have been 
worse than what the weatherman pro­ 
vided Saturday for the state’s oldest 
and most famous track meet. And a 
snowstorm is about the only thing the 
Palatine Relays hasn’t had to weather 
in recent years. 
But Saturday it rained so hard and 
so long and it was so cold that even 
winning coach Ron Brown of Maine 
West said he would rather have been 
someplace else — like in front of a 


raging fire, or at least on the team 
bus. 
Most valuable male athlete Ron 
Cr aker of York didn’t let the poor con­ 
ditions keep him from an impressive 
mile/two-mile double, although he 
failed to run a 9:00-flat two-mile as he 
and coach Joe Newton had hoped he 
would. 


By the end of the day the occasional 
thunderstorms, intermittent drizzle, 
and brisk winds had taken their toll 
on everybody’s sanity, including the 
coaches of 44 boys and girls teams. 


“ Ordinarily I’d be out there getting 
times and distances and everything,” 
said Fremd coach Pat Brogan, whose 


team was second in 1975 but finished 
in a tie for 12th this year. “ But today 
I ’m so wet and frozen that I just want 
to get out of here.” 
Many observers called it the worst 
weather ever for the Palatine Relays. 
Brown of Maine West had to be re­ 
minded that his Warriors had nipped 
York, 93-88, for the team title with a 
stirring second-place finish in the mile 
relay. The Warrior coach quoted from 
Greek military history. 
“ I just hope this won’t be what they 
call a Pyrrhic victory,” said Brown. 
“ I don’t want to win the battle and 
lose the war. 
“ We’ve got conference and district 
meets coming up,” Brown added. 
“ What’s this going to cost us? We just 
hope nobody’s going to get sick. Our 
team wasn’t in a position to say we 
don’t care — if you’re going to be a 
winning team, I guess you have to win 
in all conditions.” 
So Maine West went out and, in a 
driving rain, took second in the mile 
relay to clinch the team victory. Scot 
Unger, Don Murray, Howie Blietz and 
Tony Krainik ran 3:35 to finish right 
behind Phillips. 
“ We wanted to go for a school 
record,” said Brown. “ But under the 
circumstances, we decided we just 
wanted to win the meet. We had been 
sitting around getting cold and wet all 
day and we wanted to make it worth­ 
while.” 
Versatile Warrior Mike Klebe con­ 
tributed his share to the victory, tak­ 
ing first place in the triple jump at 42- 
6% and joining Joe Farrell, Steve 
Myers and Paul Lippold in winning 
the 320-yard high hurdle shuttle in 
:42.3. 
Klebe, however, failed to place in 
the high jump, his specialty, and 
Brown blamed the weather. 
The Warriors got another second 
place finish from Unger, who ran the 
IOO in :10.0. Krainik was third. The 
event was won by LaGrange’s Rich 
Folke. 
W a r r i o r runner Bob Pawelko 
chipped in with a fourth place in the 
steeplechase and a fourth in the two- 
mile. Teammate Jim Winiecki was 
fourth in the long jump and fifth in 
the pole vault 
Maine West also got a second place 
from the low hurdle shuttle crew and 
a third from their two-mile relay 
team. 
There were three other local indi­ 
vidual winners who didn’t seem to 
mind the poor conditions, including 
B u f f a l o 
Grove 
sophomore Joe 
Schmidt, who broke the year-old 
record in the steeplechase. Schmidt 
cruised the 3,000-meter course in 
10:06.4 to shatter the mark set last 
year by Fremd’s Wil Fieldhouse. 
Hoffman Estates finished seventh 
with 22 points, all but four of them 
coming in the pole vault. Dave Paape 
took first place with a 13-0 effort, 
beating teammate Paul Major on 
misses. Major also reached 13-0.

First-year forward Bruce Seals broke out of a playoff slump with 
28 points, including 14 in a frantic fourth quarter, as the Seattle 
Supersonics edged Phoenix 114-108 Sunday to fight off elimination in 
the fifth game of their NBA quarterfinal series. 


Earlier in the day, Bob McAdoo, held to seven points in the first 
half, and rookie John Shumate led a fourth quarter charge to carry 
the Buffalo Braves to a 98-93 victory over the Boston Celtics in an 
NBA Eastern Conference semifinal playoff game. 


Phoenix, which had whipped Seattle three straight times, had its 
lead cut to 3-2 in the best-of-seven series. The Suns can move into 
the semifinals by winning the sixth game Tuesday on their home 
court. 


Seals had been punished by the strong Phoenix forwards and 
averaged only 6.5 points per game in the first four meetings. 


But the slim 6-8 forward, a former American Basketball Associ­ 
ation player, scored several tip*ihs and follow-up baskets to beat 
back a fourth quarter Suns’ rally, which was led by Paul West- 
phal’s steals and by his eight points.

Ziegler wins New Orleans Open 


Larry Ziegler withstood the pressure of a record-tying charge by 
Tom Watson and took advantage of Victor Regalado’s putting woes 
Sunday to capture the New Orleans Open — his third tour title. 


Ziegler, who opened the final round with a two-shot lead, fired a 
closing 70 over the par 72 Lakewood Country Club course to post a 
72-hole total of 274 and edge Regalado by a stroke. Regalado, a 
native of Tiajuana, Mexico, shot a 69 for his final round. 


Watson equalled the Lakewood course record with a sizzling 64 
and entertained thoughts of overtaking the leader, but his four- 
round score of 276 left him alone in third place two shots behind the 
winner. 


Ziegler and Regalado battled head-to-head during the final round 
and Ziegler never lost his lead. But Regalado made it close by 
reducing the deficit to one stroke with a 6-foot birdie putt at No. 16. 


Both golfers parred the final two holes to leave Ziegler the winner 
for the third time since joining the tour a decade ago. Ziegler 
collected $35,000 for first place while Regalado picked up $19,950 
and Watson $12,425. 


Honest Pleasure heads Derby field 


A small field of eight horses assembled at Churchill Downs on a 
cloudy and blustery Sunday to begin the final week’s preparations 
for Saturday’s 102nd running of the Kentucky Derby. 


The star of the show and the reason for the smallest Derby field 
since 1969, Honest Pleasure, was shipped 70 miles from Keeneland 
early in the afternoon to the same barn in which last year’s Ken­ 
tucky Derby winner Foolish Pleasure was stabled. 


Bert Firestone’s 3-year-old colt won the Blue Grass Stakes at 
Keeneland Thursday in his final prep for the Derby. But the victory 
was not a spectacular one and gave the trainers of Honest Pleas­ 
ure’s seven opponents some reason for optimism. 


Honest Pleasure, last year’s 2-year-old champion colt, has won 
nine straight races and his career earnings total more than 
$600,000. Consequently, the son of What A Pleasure-Tularia is ex­ 
pected to be an odds-on favorite for the $125,000-added Derby. 


The rest of the field is composed of Bold Forbes, Elocution, 
Amano, On the Sly, Cojak, Inca Roca and Play the Red.

For years, Hubert could have putted 
with both feet in the air for all anyone 
noticed. He wasn’t even considered 
the right Green on the tour. That hon­ 
or went to Bert Greene, who was con­ 
sidered the better prospect of the two. 
For one thing, he stood up to a putt as 
though he didn’t expect it to bite. 
Bert is now a state cop in Mis­ 
sissippi while Hubert might be the 
best golfer this side of Jack Nicklaus. 
Nicklaus never did what Green did 
this year. Ben Hogan never did either. 
Arnold Palmer did. Johnny Miller al­ 
most did. Jack Burke did it in spades. 
So did Byron Nelson.

Winning three tournaments in a row 
is like batting .400 or scoring six 
touchdowns against Notre Dame. It 
happens. But so does winning a lotte­ 
ry. Just about as often. Palmer did it 
in 1962 and no one since. Burke won 
four in a row 1952. Miller won 2% in 
1974. 
Most golfers would settle for three 
tournaments in a lifetime. But Hubert 
was so little impressed that he took 
the fourth week off. 
It was not as if Green lucked his 
way through a playoff or two or 
sneaked up on the big names in his 
victories. He won Doral by six, the 
Heritage by five and the third tourna­ 
ment by two. He was 40 under par for 
the three tournaments. 
Lots of guys have a swing that will 
hold up for three holes. Some even 
have one that will hold up for three 
rounds.

against the flower of American golf. 
Since Green has won ll tourna­ 
ments in five years, it is not likely 
that anyone will ever misspell his 
name on a leader board again or have 
to stop and wonder if he’s the one who 
rides a motorcycle for a living. 
Neither is he picking tournaments 
where Nicklaus is staying in the bam. 
He beat Jack by six shots at Doral. 
But Hubert does not expect people 
to begin calling him the Golden Bear 
of The Green Monster or The Hawk or 
bring out books like “How To Putt 
Standing On Your Head” or “Through 
The Green With Hubert.” 
“ Let’s fact it,” he says. “I’m 16 ma­ 
jors behind Jack Nicklaus. You’re 
talking about a different order of gol­ 
fers when you go from him to me.” 
It is not likely there will always be 
that much daylight between Green 
and Nicklaus and the Hall of Fame 
generally. For Green saves his awe of 
the titans of golf for press conferences 
and post-round interviews. It is not so 
apparent on the links. 
In 1974, in the Danny Thomas Open 
in Memphis, Hubert was playing with 


Gary Player when he exploded into a 
rage at a free drop given to Player by 
the PGA committee. 


Now, in the world of golf, challeng­ 
ing Gary Player is a breach of man­ 
ners akin to throwing at Babe Ruth, 
spiking Ty Cobb or late-hitting John 
Unitas. Tour rookies are not supposed 
to do it. At least, not on national TV. 


Hubert went right for the flag, as 
usual, in tim dispute. Nor was he con­ 
soled. In fact, he was even fined $500 
by the tournament committee. 


If he wins three other tournaments, 
or even one major this year, look for 
every hacker in the country to take up 
a position over the ball on 4-foot putts 
like a guy trying to climb backward 
off a ledge in a high wind — a spastic 
contortion in which the hands are 
spread a foot apart cai the shaft, the 
right foot is feeling tentatively out for 
firm footing, and the hose is directly 
over the putter and the left leg 
twitches at impact. 
If you like, you can get the same 
effect by using a live snake for a put­ 
ter shaft. But, if the ball stays out of 
the hole, you haven’t got the grip and 
stance down right. Hubert sinks ’em 
across state lines his way.

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Who will he support? 
Walker’s role in vote 
next fall still a mystery

A news analysis 
SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Lame-duck Gov. Daniel 
Walker has apparently ruled out his most radical op­ 
tions for the Nov. 2 general election. But he still hasn’t 
really said what role he will take in that campaign. 
The governor has indicated through aides he will not 
form a third party in an effort to remain in office de­ 
spite his loss to Michael Howlett in the March 16 prima­ 
ry. He also seems to have decided against supporting 
Republican nominee James Thompson. 
But he has not said whether he will campaign for 
Rowlett; remain completely neutral in the governor’s 
race; or keep asking the same nagging questions he 
raised about Howlett during the primary. 
A TELEGRAM Walker sent last week to the state 
Democratic convention said, “I am a Democrat and I 
believe strongly in the two-party system.” 
A top Walker aide said that means Walker won’t form 
a third party to run against Howlett and Thompson. He 
had hinted strongly after the primary that he might 
decide to take that option. 
The wire also said, “I believe the people of Illinois 
and across the nation need Demoratic party programs 
and Democratic party victories in November.” Walker 
press secretary Norton Ray said, “There’s nothing 
there about Republican victories,” implying Walker 
won’t toss his support directly to Thompson. 
But Walker, who has railed against the evils of Demo­ 
cratic machine politics since 1970, could hurt Howlett 
indirectly if he remains technically neutral while ham­ 
mering away at primary campaign issues he says 
Howlett evaded. 
These issues include: 
• What exactly were Howlett’s duties as a Sun Steel 
vice-president, a job he held 15 years while state audi­ 
tor and secretary of state? Howlett has quit the job. 
• Why did Howlett pay income taxes on a $100,000 
campaign loan when the Internal Revenue Service says 
payment is required only if the funds are diverted for 
personal use? 
• Will Howlett, slated by the regular Democratic or­ 
ganization, be a “puppet” of Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley as Walker charged repeatedly during the cam­ 
paign? 
Another possibility is that Walker could forget all the 


brutal and divisive campaign rhetoric and give Howlett 
his complete support. If Walker does that, he’d want 
something in return. 
In the short run, according to a party source, Walk­ 
er’s support for Howlett might gain party support for 
his efforts to pay off his hefty campaign debt, estimated 
at upwards of $300,000. There is also talk Walker might 
be offered a chance to run against Republican U.S. Sen. 
Charles Percy in 1978 if he backs Howlett. 
WALKER HAS said he isn’t interested in serving in 
the Senate. But he might be a lot more interested in 
running for governor again in 1978 — especially if 
Thompson beats Howlett. 
If Walker does run for governor in 1978, less than a 
year will elapse from January 1977 when he leaves of­ 
fice to December 1977 when nominating petitions are 
filed. He won’t need another job to stay in the public 
eye. 
Another possibility is that Walker will remain strictly 
neutral, neither helping nor hindering Howlett’s run 
against Thompson. 
From Howlett’s point of view, Walker’s support would 
be important to his general election chances. Walker 
beat Howlett badly downstate in the primary, largely 
on the basis of Waiter’s charge that Howlett is too close 
to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to be his own man 
as governor. 
HOWLETT HAS asked Walker for a meeting to dis­ 
cuss possible truces, but so far they haven’t been able 
to resolve the first step — when to hold the meeting. 
Howlett isn’t the only regular Democrat talking about 
party unity. Daley told the state convention “the great­ 
est call that can go out is for unity” and State Treas­ 
urer Alan Dixon, running for secretary of state, said, 
“We bring Dan Walker’s supporters to our bosom and 
ask for their help.” 
These sentiments drew grumbling from one delegate 
who muttered, “Walker’s a Judas.” Another com­ 
plained about efforts to lure Walker into the fold. “I 
voted for Howlett to get rid of Walker,” he said. 
As he ponders his next step, Walker must consider 
not only such feelings of regular Democrats, but also 
whether his own considerable following would evapo­ 
rate if he suddenly embraces, or even appears to em­ 
brace, the mayor and machine he has constantly ridi­ 
culed. 
Pro-teacher candidates 
get strong voter support 


Belated Reflections On The Elec­ 
tion: This topic would have been at­ 
tacked two weeks ago except that 
once the votes were counted and the 
stories written, I immediately dis­ 
appeared for a needed vacation. 
Now that I’ve returned, rested and 
almost sane, it’s time to put on ye old 
cap of wisdom and see what happened 
here April IO. 
An “antiteacher influence” move­ 
ment went public during the election. 
The seeds were planted the day those 
comfortable old “professional associ­ 
ations” admitted to being “teachers’ 
unions” and wanted to actually nego­ 
tiate salaries, working hours, school 
calendars and class size. 
IN SOME DISTRICTS — particular­ 
ly those that had teachers’ strikes last 
year and where unions are increas­ 
ingly vocal —- the rhetoric on defeat­ 
ing teacher power flowed like water. 
Ed Bedard, a Schaumburg Town­ 
ship Dist. 54 incumbent, passed out 
campaign literature which referred to 
the “combat” between teachers and 
board and the need for strong board 
members who would not relinquish 
control. Ann Sostrin, a second-time 
candidate in East Maine Dist. 63, 
pointed to the teachers’ strike and ex­ 
pressed her fear that militant teach­ 
ers were taking control of the schools. 
The vocal antiteacher candidates 
were defeated throughout the area. At 
the same time, some equally vocal 
pro-teacher candidates scored vic­ 
tories. 
In Wheeling-Buff alo Grove Dist. 21, 
two of the three winners objected to 
the district’s eliminating 50 teaching 
positions this year. One is a teacher 
now, the other, a former teacher, and 
both received endorsement from the 
district teachers union. 
TEACHER-ENDORSED candidates 
in local districts did not sweep the 
elections but they scored well. Where 
they didn’t win, their vote totals were 
close to the winners. 
I don’t think that’s the least bit sur­ 
prising. Even when unions don’t

pound the pavement campaigning for 
candidates, they capture votes for 
their people by simply sending letters 
to all union teachers living in the dis­ 
trict. In a school election, where voter 
turnout is traditionally low, that block 
of votes is extremely important. 
Also, a number of parents are sym­ 
pathetic to the teachers. For many 
parents, the teacher in the classroom, 
rather than the board and adminis­ 
tration, is the only school “official” 
with whom they come in contact. 


The teacher — the person who in­ 
structs your child, sits across from 
you at conferences and asks for your 
assistance at the Valentine’s Day par­ 
ty — comes in contact with hundreds 
of parents. The board, and for the 
most part the administration, comes 
in contact with parents when the par­ 
ents have complaints. 


THE IMPORTANT point is, what 
happens to that pro-teacher candidate 
once he or she takes a seat on the 
board. So far there has been little evi­ 
dence that they are willing to give the 
h o u s e away in negotiations or 


relinquish board power. They general­ 
ly do seek more input from teachers. 
Another influence formally emerged 
in this election. Dist. 54 candidates 
were endorsed by both regular politi­ 
cal parties. In Pala-tine-Rolling Mead­ 
ows Dist. 15, candidates received the 
backing from individual political lead­ 
ers, although there was no blanket en­ 
dorsement from the Republican or 
Democratic organizations there. 
In both cases, the endorsements 
were made to counteract the pur­ 
ported strength of teachers and in 
both cases the endorsement did not 
mean automatic election. 
There is a danger here. Education 
will be the loser if the day dawns 
when seven Regular Republican Or­ 
ganization candidates, or seven Regu­ 
lar Democratic Organization candi­ 
dates, or, for that matter, seven 
teacher candidates wind up on a 
board of education. All who endorse 
now say they are doing so in the best 
interest of education. But you would 
have to be a fool to believe “the good 
of the kids” is the only reason they 
have become involved.
